Claims 22, 29, 36, 42, 43, 46, and 54 were discussed during the interview. 
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The following references were discussed: U.S. 5,414,075 to Swan et al., U.S. 6,077,698 
to Swan et al., and U.S. 6,669,994 to Swan et al. 

An amendment to claims 22, 29, 36, 42, 43, 46, and 54 to recite that the porosity of the 
porous support surface is preserved after the polymerization of the monomers was discussed 
during the interview. 

The general discussion offered during the interview involved the Applicant's assertion 
that, among other deficiencies, the cited references did not anticipate nor render obvious 
independent claims 22, 29, 36, 42, 43, 46, and 54.
